The citizens of Jones County are 
tired of feeding rats who are con­ 
tributing nothing to the defense ef­ 
fort. At a meeting in Anson, Tues­ 
day morning, the Land Use Planning 
Committee, 
Defense 
Club 
Chair­ 
men, War 
Board 
representatives, 
Home Demonstration club members, 
Chambers of Commerce 
managers, 
worked out plans with W. S. Heit, 
representing U. S. Fish and 
Wild 
Life Service, to carry the rat kill­ 
ing campaign to thirty -eight 
farm 
communities and every town in the 
county . Plans were adopted to give 
every one wanting rat poison until 
April 4, 19 42 to sign up. It 
sug­ 
gested that all farmers sign up at 
their defense club meeting or any of 
the following places: 
Defense club secretary or chair­ 
man. 
Hamlin Chamber of Commerce. 
Anson Chamber of Commerce. 
Stamford Chamber of Commerce. 
County Agent’s office. 
Any store in the county with rat 
killing poster. 
Vocational 
Agriculture 
teacher 
at Hamlin. 
To participate in the Rat War it 


is necessary to follow this 
proce­ 
dure: 
Sigr> up at one 
of 
the 
above 
places. 
The average farmer should 
sign 
up for two pounds and town people 
should get one pound. 
The actual cost of 
the 
poison 
bait will be twenty -five cents a lb. 
Your order must be placed 
by 
April 4, 19 42, in order 
for 
the 
Fish and Wildlife to have enough 
time to purchase the materials and 
mix the bait. 
The bait will be delivered to the 
community center or where y ou re­ 
q uested it. 
Instructions in using the bait will 
be attached to each package of poi­ 
son that must be adhered to. 
Every one bothered with rats are 
req uested to take advantage of this 
campaign and eliminate these pests.

went. 
Finally in Ju ne 19 40 we 
crawled 
ou t of bed and pu lled u p ou r breach­ 
es, looked arou nd a bit and 
said, 
“ Better let’s take notice, 
Eng land 
mig ht also fall.” 
Some of u s were mad then, 
bu t 


many said it “cann’t happen here.” 
It was a hard pu ll to stir the peo­ 
ple to their dang er. Others said it’s 
“politics.” Then 
Eng land’s 
cities 
were blown to bits, thou sands were 
slau g htered. Remember 
how 
hard 
a pu ll it was to g et people awake 
enou g h to prov ide for “ lend-lease” 
. . . how the dollar mark stood 
in 
the way ? 
Pearl Harbor came— people were 
too shocked to be j u s t ’ mad. 
The 
Philippines fell. Any where in 
the 
world where ou r boy s 
fou g ht, 
or 
mig ht fig ht, became “ou r 
battle”, 
and a Du tch defeat, a British 
de­ 
feat, a Chinese defeat, all of it be­ 
came ou r defeat . . . and we did not 
like it. We did not like 
the 
cry , 
“too late and too little.” 
W e did not 
like to see ou r ships su nk. 
American 
people 
had 
inv ested 
their boy s, their blood. Then some 
pin-head accu sed the people of be­ 
ing “complacent.” Then a rag e of 
reminders went u p to Washing ton,

“complacency ' 
recklessness, sham, du mfoolery , ex ­ 
trav ag ance, appeasement, etc.,, had 
been ru nning wild apparently , u n­ 
der the ey es of men who are held 
responsible. So the people g ot mad 
They beg an to speak ou t in meet­ 
ing . Then somebody 
else, 
may be 
Mr. Ray bu rn, may be radio man, El­ 
mer Dav is, may be Mr. 
Roosev elt, 
may be others who insinu ated that 
it was not patriotic for the Ameri­ 
can people to “speak u p”. That made 
u s still “madder.” 
May be part of the complaint ex ­ 
pressions of some of the people was 
not fou nded u pon real facts, bu t it 
is a mig hty g ood sig n when a nation 
becomes apparently 
ov er 
anx iou s, 
instead 
of 
slov enly , 
indifferent. 
Sometimes a cou ntry falls becau se 
the people did not g et fig hting mad. 
Yes, it is a healthfu l sig n in this 
land of freedom, when men and wo­ 
men assemble in seriou s concern, in 
a semi-relig iou s atmosphere, braced 
by a pray er to Almig hty God 
foi 
spiritu al 
g u idance, 
sing ing .song - 
like “My Cou ntry T is 
of 
Thee,” 
and “God Bless America”, and then 
proceed to ex press 
their 
dislikes 
and approv als in plain lang u ag e to 
the President, 
the 
Cong ress, 
the 
captains of indu stry and the “mas­ 
ters of labor.” Yes, it is a 
g ood 
sig n. When Americans g et mad, the 
fig ht is abou t ready to start. A care­ 
less word, a reckless war contract 
and a baseless 
insinu ation 
mig ht 
make the rank and file of 
people 
mad, bu t g osh, nobody 
can 
scare 
Americans by telling 
them 
mass 
meeting s, letters, editorials, resolu ­ 
tions and hard criticism is u npatri­ 
otic, helping Hitler, etc. That’s poor 
psy cholog y . It makes 
the

“ madder”. 
As long as a people will g et mad, 
stay mad, nobody can conq u er their 
cou ntry .

The Green Bug 


Damag e to Grain 


Many q uestions have been direct­ 
ed to 
the 
County 
Agent’s office 
relative to the green bug damage to 
wheat, oats and other small grains. 
The green bugs are plant lice and 
feed by sucking the juices from the 
plant. They feed on many kinds of 
grasses and small grains. There is at 
present time no effective means of 
controlling this damaging pest ex ­ 
cept by natural means. The lady bird 
beetle and a small wasp like parasite 
are very effective. 
While the patches of green bug 
infected wheat are small it is pos­ 
sible to stop the spread by scatter­ 
ing hay on the green bug covered 
wheat plants around the edges of 
the spots and burn the insect along 
with the straw. Where the wheat 
has not been killed by the lice 
it 
will recover from the burning. This 
method of control is effective only 
if done while the spots are small. If 
the bugs fly in from some 
other 
field there is no known method for 
their control. When this general out­ 
break 
occurs 
weather 
conditions, 
parasites, and predators are the only 
method of control. This insect 
does 
not attach to alfalfa or soy 
beans 
and rarely injures corn or sorghums.
